He has received many threatening 
letters, the last one which he received 
a month ago, containing the positive 
message that death was aw aiting him. 
Dr. Volini told of this inconnection 
with the explanation of his attitude 
on the anti-clerical question, which 
is agitating the Italian colony. 
Dr. Volini’s practice has dwindled 
since these threats have been made 
against him, for he refuses to make 
any night calls. 
He is suspicious of 
every visitor and the clerk in his office 
has instructions to let no one pass the 
door who is not known. He goes armed 
and is guarded in all his moves by his 
friends. 
Dr. Volini, is convinced that the an­ 
ticlerical quarrel started over a per­ 
sonal difference between one of the 
leading Italians and a priest. 
“The Anti-Clerical society Pa a r a ­ 
tional m ovem ent In Italy,” he said. 
"H ere in Chicago *a society has been 
form ed—the Giordano Bruno—whieh 
has for its object the spreading of the 
doctrine th at the priesi.3 should ro t 
mix up in m atters of local government 
There is no anarchy in it. 
I know 
the man who organized it and I know 
th at they are opposed to crime. 
“The m urder of F ather Leo Hein­ 
richs at Denver gave the excuse for 
the local priests to attack our Anti­ 
clerical society. It Is not necessary to 
look in Chicago for the hatching of 
th at plot. 
The priest had visited Pat 
erson. 
He may have made an enemy 
of the anarchist there.
